trustees painted a bleak picture of the 
district’s finances and predicted the 
day will come soon when the district, in 
its present form, will be unable to fulfill 
its. primary function—to prevent 
flooding. 

“You're going to go under soon,” 
State Sen. Sam Vadalabene concluded 
after studying a summary of the 
district’s finances. He asked, Russell 
Robinson, president ‘of the sanitary 
district, ‘‘Why didn’t you tell me 
sooner?” ‘i 

Others giving careful study to the 
distriét's problems included U.S. Rep. 
Melvin Price (D-East St. Louis), State

Sen. Kenneth Hall (D-57th District), 
State Representatives Sam Wolf (D- 
Granite City), Monroe Flinn (D- 
Cahokia), Wyvetter Young (D-East St

Dacey, district engineer. of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, St. Louis 
District, 

‘The only conclusion reached, despite 
the powerful officials present, was that 
the district’s only hopes for suryival are 
either to split the district or to haveja 
tragic flood which would: qualify the 
district for federal and state|disaster 
funds. 

Vadalabene stated several times that 
a split is “‘inevitable,”’ unless| solutions: 
to the district's financial problems ean 
be found. 

Price and state officials agreed that 
an attempt to approve a tax! increase 
for: the* district would be ‘‘political 
suicide.” 

Wolf stated, “‘There is no way in the

bill for a tax increase, If there were, 
Mohroe- (Flinn) would introduce the 
bill, or Sam (Vadalabene) or I would 
introduce the bill.”

Vadalabene asked if it would be 
financially feasible for Madison County 
to support and operate its own drainage 
district and John Sprague, attorney for 
the sanitary district, indicated that he 
feels such a district would be suc- 
cessful, 


After the meeting, Commissioner 
Walter “Shang” Greathouse told the 
Press-Record that it would require no 
more than 25 employees to operate a 
Madison County drainage district. 
Since Madison County supplies far in 
excess of half of the tax income to the 
present district, ample funds should be 
available to operate a Madison County 
district. 


He also noted there are only three 
pumping stations in Madison County 
and more than a dozen in St. Clair 
County. Madison County could even 
agree to maintain and operate the 
North Pumping Station in St. Clair 
County, which handles primarily water 
from Madisor County, and still have 
ample funds, Greathouse said. 


Congressman Price said there is little 
hope of a federal bailout of the district, 
since an amendment to federal law 
would be required and, would apply to 
numerous taxing bodies throughout the 
country. “It would be pretty tough to 
pass an amendment to provide that the 
federal government would take 
responsibility for the local share of the 
costs,’ Price stated. 

‘The future of the Metro-East Sanitary 

istrict is still to be seen, but the lackof 
optimism at the meeting on its-survival 
seemed to indicate that the worst is yet 
to come unless new answers are found 
to the old questions asked again and 
again.

Most landfill 
plans rejected 


Since 1973, when it first 
started keeping records. of 
permit denials, the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency has rejected an 
average of 59 percent of 
landfill development ap- 
plications. 

“This is contrary to the 
popular belief that the 
agency grants landfill 
permits in wholesale 
quantities,’’ Thomas 
Cavanaugh Jr. said last 
week. He is manager of the 
Residual Management 
Seétion, Division of Land and 
Noise Pollution: Control. 

Cavanaugh said records 
show that in fiscal 1974, 
which began on July 1, 1973, 
62.6 percent of applications 
were denied; in fiscal 1975, 
51.5 percent were denied. 

In 1976, 60.8 percent were 
denied; in 1977, 56.4 percent; 
in 1978, 75 percent; in 1979, 
61.8 percent; and in fiscal 
1980, which ended on June 30, 
56.9 percent were denied. 

In all, 931 applications to 
develop landfills were 
received, with 381 permits 
issued and 550 denied. 

“For the most part, 
denials were based on 
unacceptable hydrogeology, 
incompleteness of data, and 
land use considerations,’’ 
Cavanaugh said. { 

“However, denial rates 
will be decreasing in the 
future because applidants 
are -self-eliminating the 
unacceptable locations. 

“Today, with the state's 
strict criteria for landfills, 
applicants are becoming 

sophisticated — in 
ing, and re-apply 
for permits.”

Lead in old paint 
still poses hazard

A pinhead-size chip of 
lead-based paint eaten by a 
child each day over a 
prolonged period of time is 
enough |to cause lead 
poisoning, < 

Unfortunately, there are 
no early-warning symptoms 
to the illness known as the 
“silent menace."” 

A child suffering from lead 
poisoning may not appear to 
be sick until symptoms such 
as convulsions develop, And 
one-fourth of/ the children 
who suffer convulsions will 
develop permanent brain 
damage. 

The ingestion of chips of 
paint and bits of plaster 
containing lead is recognized 
by health authorities as the 
primary source of lead 
poisoning in children 

Although lead-based paint 
for. interior use has not been 
sold for more than 40 years, 
some older homes and 
buildings still have paint and 
plaster which contain 
dangerous amounts of lead. 

The Illinois Department, of 
Public Health has worked 
closely with. ‘health depart- 
ments for a number of years 
in screening children . for 
lead poisoning. 

’ ‘This year, ‘for the first 
time, the state personnel will 
conduct tests throughout 
Illinois in a laboratory- 
equipped) mobile van. The 
van will be made available 
for short-term, carefully 
targeted testing programs. 

The van was assigned to 
the state by the U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. Its use 


should significantly inerease 
the number of children who © 
can be screened for this 
potentially serious health 
condition. 

* Although the number, 4 
cases of abnormal blood 
levels variés from place to: 
place, the problem exists in’ 
many parts of Illinois— 
anyplace where children live 
in or around old. buildings. 
with flaking paint or, plaster. | 

Elevated blood lead levels 
can be detected before: 
symptoms occur by 
analyzing blood obtaines 
through a simple fin 
stick. ees 
When ‘a child has - 
élevated blood lead level, 
state health departmedt! 
secures the cooperation: ‘of 
the local agency to ensure’ 
that the child is seen by. 8: 
physician’ for "necessary. 
treatment. 

The suspected building or 
dwelling of ‘the child is in- 
spected by means of .an X- 
ray 
for detection of lead in the 
walls. The owner of the 
building is then required to 
eliminate the hazard. 

Through the testing 
program and, the elimination 
of lead hazards, people in the 
health field have béen able-to, 
eliminate lead from the 
‘diets’’ of thousands “of 
Illinois . children—and 
prevent the needless tragedy 
of permanent brain damage 
to innocent victims of apathy:

MOSES HARRISON

What is the best way’ to run for 
elective office? From the viewpoint 
of a candidate, the answer is one 
word: Unopposed. 

Enjoying that luxury Nov. 4 are 
Madison County Circuit Judges 
Moses Harrison Il and A. 
Andreas! Matoesian, who won 
Democratic nominations in March 
for appellate judge and circuit 
judge, respectively. No Republicans 
are on the ballot to oppose them. 

Harrison actually appears on the 
general election ballot twice. He is 
seeking retention as a circuit judge 
on a non-partisan basis, as well as 
running as a Democrat for a ten- 
year term in the Fifth Appellate 
Court District. 

The Collinsville resident already 
is serving as an appellate judge by 
appointment. When he is elected in 
the appellate district, he will resign 
as a circuit judge, creating a 
vacancy. 

Harrison, 48, was elected as a 
circuit judge as a Democrat in 1974 
after serving. at that level by ap- 
pointment beginning Sept, 4, 1973. 

He became chief circuit judge in 
July 1978, and_was named to the 
Fifth Appellate District bench ef- 

: fective in September 1979. 

As an appellate judge, he is 
completing the term of George J 
Moran, Granite City, who retired in 
1979 after having served on the 
appellate bench since 1964, When 
selected, Harrison commented, “It's 
the greatest’ professional com- 
pliment I've every received to have 
the Iinois Supreme Court appoint 
me to serve in the place of George 

anding jurist.”

While attending college and law 
school, he did restaurant work, 
drove trucks as a Teamster, and 
made concrete blocks. 

He maintained a law office in 
Collinsville for 15 years until being 
named as a circuit judge replacing 
the late James O. Monroe Jr. 

His grandfather, Dr. M. 'W. 
Harrison, was a pioneer physician in 
Collinsville, and served as‘mayor for 
many years. His father, Dr. 
Clarence Harrison, retired after a 
lon, e dental practice. 

Upon succeeding Judge Moran, 
Harrison said he would continue to 


maintain the appellate judge-office 
in Granite City—aided by a 
secretary: and two law clerks— 
because much of the Fifth District 
litigation} originates in the Quad- 
Cities and surrounding area. F 

‘The district comprises 37 counties 
and its headquarters city is Mount 
Vernon. 

Noting that his decision against 
moving the local office would avoid 
taxpayers having to pay for 
relocating the office and law library, 
Harrison commented: 

“Judges should not divorce 
themselves from the needs , and 
understanding of the public. It is 
important for the courts to be aware 
of the problems and concerns of the 
people. I-can best do this by main- 
taining my office in the local 
metropolitan area, where many of 
the people involved in litigation 
of the courts are ing | and 
working.”’ 

While he was chief circuit judge, 
Harrison emphasized efficient! jury 
utilization and efforts to reduce the 
backlog of criminal cases. 

He commented, “Although the 
courts are an independent part of 
our government, they also are an 
integral’ part of. the totality of 
government, Consequently, they 
must cooperate and function har- 
moniously with the local, county, 
state and federal governments, as 
well as the diverse agencies and 
administrative bodies that in- 
terrelate with the courts: , 

“The last stronghold of liberty for 
the individual is in the courts, And 
for a democratic system that is 
stable, we must have courts that are 
respected by the people.””

After. Winning a hotly-contested 
Democratic primary battle to gain 
nomination as a circuit judge in 
March 1980, Matoesian was chosen 
by. the Illinois Supreme Court to 
become a circuit judge a half-year 
earlier than scheduled. 

"As of July 1980, he replaced Judge 
Harold Clark, who had resigned in 
April to become an administrative 
law judge with the Social Security 
Administration in Peoria. Clark was 
the last Republican circuit judge in 
the Third Circuit. 

On Nov. 4, Matoesian 
Democratic nominee to 
vacancy created by Judge William 
L. Beatty’s appointment as a federal 
judge. ~ Following Matoesian’s 
election next ,month, the Clark 
position will reepen in December, at

the same time the Harrison circuit 
judgeship becomes vacant. 

Born and reared in Granite City, 
Matoesian is married and the father 
of two children: 

Upon graduation from high school 
here, he was employed as a laborer 
and foundry worker at the Com- 
monwealth steel plant. .He next 
attended barber school and worked 
his way through college as a barber. 

He attended the University of 
Illinois and Southern Illinois 
University for undergraduate study 
and graduated in 1964 from the 
Washington University School of 
Law, 

After practicing law for a short 
time, Matoesian was appointed an 
agsociate judge in 1965. He has 
served as a trial judge, throughout 
the past 15 years. 

In 1977, he was appointed to a 
circuit judge vacancy created by the 
resignation of John Gitchoff. 
Defeated for circuit judge in the 1978 
élection, Matoesian then was 
teappointed as an associate judge. 

Matoesian’s successful race for 
circuit judge this year was aided by 
retired Appellate Judge Moran, who 
said, “‘An appellate judge is in a 
unique position to measure not only 
the quality of legal scholarship and 
the soundness of the judgments of a 
judge, but also how hard he works. 
We didn’t get many cases from the 
judges who didn’t do anything 

“In my opinion, Andy Matoesian is 
a highly intelligent, highly qualified 
judge who deserves promotion to the 
office of circuit judge.” 


Judge Matoesian’s philosophy is 
that ‘criminal cases should be 
disposed of quickly. If the defendant 
is guilty, that should -be decided 
quickly; if he is innocent, that also 
should be determined promptly 

“The. prisons are overcrowded, 
but there are certain defendants who 
just have to be warehoused 
Rehabilitation in many cases has not 
worked. Violent defendants have to 
be kept off the streets; you have to 
look at the safety of society.” 


Although he believes some major 
civil cases should not be tried im- 
mediately—‘‘in personal . injury 
suits, you want to let those injuries 
stabilize’—he is an advocate of 
rapid handling of most court cases. 


“The traffic, juvenile, family and 
misdemeanor divisions of the circuit 
court are overloaded. There’s 
nothing wrong with assigning circuit 
judges to try the major cases, but 
there also is no reason why they 
should .not help out in all the 
divisions,” Matoesian comments,

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Division of sanitary district may be worthy of study 


Whether to. divide the Metro East 
Sanitary District along the Madison-St. 
Clair counties line was a topic revived at 
this week’s conference on the district’s 
difficult financial outlook. The subject is 

timely |and perhaps should be given 
serious consideration. 

The history of the district and its 
predecessor, the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District, goes back to 1907. At 
times bogged down by the weight of 
political hiring and inappropriate pur- 
chases and contracts, the governmental 
body has had a long and generally sad 
record of big spending and less than 
desirable efficiency. 


Consisting of the Quad-City area ‘of 
Madison County and a somewhat larger 
portion of St. Clair County, it has had an 
inadequate tax base to be a truly regional 
sewage and drainage entity. Particularly 
hard hit has been the Quad-City area, far 
from a wealthy community but depended 
on for a lion’s.share of the levee tax money 
‘while getting only a lamb’s share of the 

». Services. 

As long as the Madison County portion 
had less than majority control of the five- 
member board, the concept of splitting the 
district had rough sleeding, although one 
such proposal in late 1972 was passed by 
both the Illinois House and Senate and was 
signed into law by outgoing Governor 
Richard Ogilvie. The new law im- 
mediately was shot down by the Illinois 
Supreme Court on technical grounds. 


_ The 1972 plan called for cooperative use 
of the North pumping station, located in St 
Clair County but linked to. Madison County 
drainage ditches. The state at that}time 
pledged close monitoring of Horseshoe 
Lake, temporary storage basin for 
numerous ditches and streams and relied 
on as a “safety valve” in the event of 
unusual rainstorms and flash flooding. 

This week's meeting brought out the 
Suggestion that a new storm ditch and 
pumping station be built from the Quad- 
Cities westward to the Mississippi River, 
putting léss reliance on overburdened 
Horseshoe Lake and allowing each half of 
asplit district to concentrate on maintence 


‘Long Ill. Terminal Railroad 


Nostalgia buffs may wish te shed a tear 
over the demise of the Illinois Terminal 
Railroad. [The ITR and the earlier Mlinois 
Traction, System operated electric 
railroad passenger cars between this 
metropolitan area and such Illinois cities 
as Peoria, Springfield, Decatur and 
Danville. 


Established ‘in the. early 1900s, the 
: railroad ran street cars between St. Louis 
and the Quad-Cities as well as slicing 
through this. community with high-speed 
interurban lines that went to Mitchell and 
northward, and to East Granite City, the 
Horseshoe Lake area and eastward. The 
ITR.was incorporated in hs present form 
in 1954. 


Stockholders voted. by proxy Sept. 29 to 
liquidate the company, turning over its 
“principal assets to the Norfolk and 
Western Railway Company, one of nine 
failroads owning the ITR: 

Hlinois) Terminal at present owns and 
perates 146 miles of track between St 
Louis and Peoria and has a $5 million 
mortgage as well, as a working capital 

ficit, all to be absorbed by N&W. Most of 
the 447 miles of track on which it provides 


of facilities wholly within its geographic 
territory 

Whether this would be feasible needs 
further study, but there was a consensus 
that the Quad-City area probably could 
afford to go it alone, at least more so than 
could the St. Clair County portion of the 
present sanitary district. 

There was speculation that St. Clair 
might be able to qualify for special federal * 
aid, although Congressman Melvin Price 
‘and others attending made clear that no 
buch aid is likély for the existing district 

Certainly, two small districts would be 
preferable to no district at all; some but 
not all of the officials present Monday said 
continuation of current patterns could lead 
to cessation of all district. operations 
within a few months. 

One commissioner suggested setting a 
fate to “padlock” all buildings. and 
equipment 

But it is doubtful that cities ‘within the 
district Could quickly “pick up the ball and 
run with it," and many areas are unin- 
corporated. There would be no one left to 
look out for the public’s interest, and 
undoubtedly courts would intervene, 
perhaps taking contrql themselves ' or 
appointing an administrator. 

With assessed valuatibn declining from 
$557 millton to $354 million during the past 
decade, cutting annual revenue from $2.5 
million to $1.8 million while expenses rose 
from $2.1 million to $2.4 million, it has been 
necessary to trim the staff from more than 
100 to 38 and to concentrate on basic 
maintenance rather |than extensive 
repairs. 

Unable to raise $500,000 in matching 
funds, the district may lose a $1,500,000 
grant to repair the Cahokia trunk sewer 
line. 

The disaster, that is looming is not only 
financial. Adverse weather could lead to a 
horrendous level of property damage and 
could endanger lives. Yet, Uncle Sam 
cannot consider ‘‘disaster relief’ until one 
actually occurs. 

The situation is grim, and one not en- 
tirely the fault of district officials and their 
constituents. Drastic remedial steps ‘are 
called for, and soon

“The ‘proposal by, Peat, 

Marwick Has been reviewed 
‘by the board, ° including 
objectives, the scope of the 
work, the approach they plan 
to take, and the methods of 
operations “they wish to 
explore,” Supt. B. J. Davis 
said Tuesday night. “They 
indicated they should be able 
to complete their study 
within six weeks after being 
awarded the contract.’ 

Reasons for the study were 
discussed this fall by the 
superintendent _ with 
President Jerry Webb and 
Business Agent Don Murphy 
of Local 98, Building Service 
Employees.

Question whether city street resurfacing 
was expanded to include commercial lots

A debate whether the 
taxpayers of Granite City 
paid to have oil and rocks 
spread on two commercial 
parking lots was conducted 
at Tuesday night’s Granite 
City Council meeting bet- 
ween Alderman Paul Fisk of 
the Third Ward and 
Superintendent of Streets 
Lionel Portell 

~Fisk stated, “It appears to 
the untrained eye as though 
at American ‘Colloid and 
Granite Sheet Metal, “the 
work being done on. the 
streets extends all the way 
into their yards. 

“A man told me it was the 
Same trucks that did the 
streets. At American Colloid, 
the whole yard inside the 

ate is done and at Granite 
Sheet Metal, we have the 
same situation,’ Fisk said 

Portell said he believes 
both had separate contracts 
with the companies putting 
down the oil and|chips. “I'm 
aware of it. He (the-oil and 
rock contractors) got the 
jobs on the side, as far as I 
know. At American Colloid, 
there was an agreement on 
record and I think Granite 
Sheet Metal was a separate 
contract, the street 
superintendent said 

Fisk said that apparently. 
the trucks oiling and chip: 
ping the streets just con- 
tinued into the commercial 
yards and he asked, “Can 
they tell how much: they- put 
down there, so the city does 
not pay part of the cost?"" 

Portell responded, ‘Are 
you inferring..." but was cut 
off by Fisk, who stated, ‘I’m 
not inferring an 
Portell then said, 
know of anything | wrong 
going on.

“He (the contractor for the 
streets) had talked to the 
people at Granite Sheet 
Metal and apparently they 
got that contract.’

Portell said this morning 
he has obtained proof that 
the businesses involved have 
paid the contractor.to have 
their lots done. He said he 
will Keep the invoices for the 
work on file at his office, if 
officials want to see them 

Fisk said, “I only wanted 
to clear the matter up, so the 
people don't think something 
is, wrong.’ 

"Portell added, “What the 
contractor does with a 
private individual is his 
business. The city people 
were not. involved.” 
Alderman Glen Sprankle 
said he knows there is no 
practical way of measuring 
the amount of oil or rock the 
trucks used on the lots and 
Fisk said he believes the 
contractor should show. city 
officials proof he had con- 
tracts with Granite Sheet 
Metal and American Colloid 

Mayor Paul Schuler 
aggreed, saying,- “I would 
think it incumbent on the 
contractor to provide proof 
of those contracts.” 

Fisk also said he feels in 
the future that when a 
contractor is working for 
Granite City, it should be 
made clear he should not do 
work for private firms at the 
same time. “It just reflects 
badly on us,” he concluded.

Chicago would dominate House 


To the Editor: 

The three of us have 
decided to send a joint letter 
on the above subject because 
it is so important and 
because we agree so com- 
pletely 

There will be a con- 
stitutional proposal. on -the 
November ballot to reduce 
the size of the IlJinois House 
by one-third 

If this constitutional 
change passes, any balance 
of power that now exists in 
Springfield will. shift 
dramatically in favor of 
Chicago at the expense of 
Downstate Illinois 

Without doubt, Chicago 
today is strongly 
represented in Springfield. 
They have 40 votes in a body 
that requires 89 votes to pass 
legislation. 

If this change becomes 
law, Chicago: will have 40 
votes in a body that requires 
only 60 votes to pass 
legislation. 

Downstate cannot afford to 
allow Chicago to completely 
domoniate the legislature. 

Although shifting power in 
favor of Chicago is unac- 
ceptable, there are other 
reasons for opposing the 
change. & 

Currently, each House 
member in Missouri 
represents 29,000 con- 
stituents and each House 
member in Illinois 
represents 63,000 con- 
stituents. 

If this change passes, each 
Illinois House member will 
represent 95,000 con- 
stituents, three times the 
national average. This 
means .that government 
simply becomes more 
distant, and power is con- 
centrated in the hands of 
fewer people. 

With fewer people in the 
House, there would be less 
debate, less diversity of 
views and more political 
deals. 

The new system would 
mean fewer legislators with 
expertise in specific areas. 
There would, therefore, be 
more dependence on lob- 
byists and Special interest— 
and, indeed, these latter two 
groups would exercise more 
power and influence than 


they do today. 

The proposed change 
would fail to reduce costs, as 
more staff would be needed. 
It would allow one political 
party to more. easily 
dominate the legislature. 

It would promote more 
regional rivalries, par- 
ticularly between rural and 
urban areas. It would in- 
crease the influence of party 
bosses and power brokers 
and, in so doing, it would 
discourage electoral com- 
petition. 

Finally, with an even 
number: of districts—today 
we have an odd number—it 
would create numerous day- 
to-day problems in 
Springfield that could create 
legislative deadlocks. 

Two years ago, the size of 
the Massachusetts House 
was cut from 240 to 160 
members. We now have 177 
in THinois
